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AN APPRECIATION 
T: death of Bolton Waller appears to 


cut short a life of great promise which 

had not vet reached its flowering. He 
was one of that small number of men who 
keep untarnished into middle age the ideals 
and enthusiasms of youth. Not a month ago 
he was speaking to the assembled students 
of the Irish Universities, who were meeting 
for the first time in Trinity College under 
the auspices of the Irish Students’ Associa- 
tion, ad among several distinguished speaker's 
it was the opmion of more than one in the 
audience that Bolton Waller was the out- 
standing man. He had a clear grasp of a 
subject and a quiet way of marshalling his 
arguments which made him a most per: 
suasive, if not an eloquent, speaker. Im 
writing he was even more effective, his 
classical training giving him a terse, vigorous 
style which is rare enough amid the slip- 
shod publications of the present day. On 
almost every subject which he handled Bolton 
Waller made himself an authority. His 
earliest publication was on the League of 
Nations—a small book written in 1921 at 
the request of the General Committee of the 
Student Christian Movement, with which he 
had been closely identified during his college 
career. But even before that, at the very 
beginning of the Irish political troubles in 
1914, he had brought out a pamphlet sug- 
gesting a conference of political leaders on 
much the same lines as was afterwards 
attempted in the Convention of 1917, 

After the War (in which he served in the 
R.A.8.C.) he again made his contribution 
towards the solation of the Irish difficulties 
as Secretary of the Peace with Ireland 
Council in London, a body which had the 
support of many influential men, and un- 
doubtedly exercised a powerful effect in 
bringing about the Treaty of 1921. 

But unlike so many distinguished Irishmen 
who consider that they can serve their 
country best by staying away, Bolton Waller 
made up his mind that it was in Ireland | 
that his life work lay, and he turned his | 


attention from possible careers in London or ffrench Davis. Miss Noelle Nelson. Miss M.

Geneva to the newly-established Free State. 
He served on the Boundary Commission 
which was set up under the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment to settle the dispute with Ulster, and 
he also hoped te become a member of the 
Dail. His defeat at the election, when he 
stood as Independent candidate for Dublin 
University, was probably one of the greatest | 
disappointments of his life. This avenue 
bemy closed to him, however, he turned his 
mind in other directions. His publication, 
‘Hibernia or the Future of Ireland,” in 
1928, gives an utuderstanding account of the 
influence of her historical background on the 
present ireland, as well as a very hopeful 
outlook for the future. In 1929 he was asked 
by the Archbishop of Dublin te become 
chairman of a committee for organising 4 
conference on ** Youth and the Church,” and 
largely as a result of his patience and hard 
work a most successful conference was held, 
the late Studdert Kennedy being one of the 
speakers, and the present '' Guilds of Youth ” 
were founded in many parishes as a means 
of putting into practice the ideals set forth. 

In 1930 Bolton Waller finally decided that 
it was in the ministry of his own Church that. 
he could best make his contribution to the 
coming of the Kingdom of God in lreland 
for which he so ardently longed. In the 
following year hé was ordained for Rathmines 
Parish, where he worked qnietly and 
devotedly for five years, only leaving it to 
become rector of Clondalkin early in the 
present year, The institution of the Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake again brought him into pro- 
minence, atid his pamphiet, "The Sweep- 
stake—an Irish View, in which he Pater 
sets forth the arguments against the sweep- 
stake, is widely quoted as an ‘authority in 
this controversy. ‘The Archbishop of Dublin 
did him the honour of asking him to preach 
on the subject in St. Patrick s Cathedral. 

The celebrations in honour of St. Patrick 
in 1932 brought another contribution from 
his pen in the of a short leaflet, ** St. 
Patrick—the Man,” in the series of historical 
studies published by the Church of Ireland 
in that year. 

His quiet and retiring nature made hi 
much less widely known to his contem ies 
than he should have been. Neverth , his 
influence is not one which will cease with 


death, and both throngh his writings—that 
monument more lasting than bronze which 
the Roman ony craved—and thro 

memory of his single-minded and lovable 
personality he will still work for that ideal 
of Christian brotherhood, both in Ireland and

has given its Irish hirlings clear and 
specific instructions as to the manner 

in which Ireland ‘is to be caught in the same 
net as Spain and Mexico, and as far as pos- 
sible these instructions are being carried out, ' 

This statement was made by Mr. J. Costello, 
General Secretary, at the fifth National Con- 
vention of the Catholic Young Men's Society 
of Ireland, which opened in the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday afternoon. 

About 150 delegates from all parts of Ire- 
land and many visiting delegates from Eng- 
land, Scotland and Australia were present. 

At the opening of the convention the dele- 
gates were addressed by the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin (Alderman Alfred Byrne, T.D.), who 
extended to them a hearty welcome on behalf 
of the citizens of Dublin. He said that the 
Society was making great headway, not only 
in Ireland, but wherever Irishmen and 
Catholics were to be foun. 


SOCIETY’S RATE OF 


PROGRESS 


The Right Rev. Monsignor Waters, P.P., 
V.G., Director-General, in the course of his 
address, said that the members of the Society 
were not members of a party; they were a 
brotherhood devoted to a high and_ holy 
work, They had continued to make steady 
progress during the past year, although they 
had not swept the country, Their con- 
quests had not been spectacular, but 
they had been continuous and sure. 
He thought, however, that a more rapid rate 
of progress would be consistent with prudence 
and security. 

Referring to the composition of the Society, 
he said they had found it difficult to attract 
either the employers or the workers in any 
great numbers. They had lessons to teach 
both employers and workers, and, if well and 
truly learned, will bring them together. 


Mr. J. Costello, General Secretary, in the 
course of his address, said it was. regrettable 
to have to draw attention to the fact that no 
more than thirty per cent. of the Catholic 
men of Ireland ates ed to an association 
which was purely Catholic, The battle for 
Christian nrc R must be waged chiefly by 
Catholic men, and upon them fell the brunt of 
the combat against the evils of the day. 

“ On two occasions during the year,’ he 
said, “ the fair fame 
besmirched by the commission oí two foul 
murders hick should merit the strong con- 
demnation of every right-thinking citizen. It 
does not matter by whom, or for what motive, 
they were committed. They can only be 
classified as cold-blooded murder. The 
C.Y.M.S. must take an uncompromising 
stand in ‘matters of this kind, and must 
express and organise Catholic opinion to con- 
demn them.”’ 


WATCH ON COMMUNISM 


Dealing with Communism in Ireland, Mr. 
Costello said that the Society maintained a 
careful watch on the activities of Communist 
agents, who, as usual—but. with more 
ingenuity—had adopted the mantle of 
patriotism in order to propagate their real 
mission. 

Having made the statement quoted above, 
Mr. Costello proceeded to say that in the 


+ events of last year he could only my that they

had no right to call themselves Catholics if 
they were not prepared to defend the Church 
atid themselves when attacked. The fact that 
Communists did not advertise themselves as 
such was not to be taken as an indication that 
Communism was not present in Ireland. They 
had been given instruction that the word 
Communism was not to be used. The 
branches of the Society should, therefore, pay 
very particular attention to this matter, and 
be able to distinguish between the genuine 
Nationalist and Labour forces and the Com- 
munists, who adopt both organisations in 
furtherance of their own ends, and are not, as 
some people imagine,, interested in either 
genuine nationalism or legitimate labour. 


SECRET SOCIETIES 

Mr. E. G. Riordan, President of the 
National Council, said they must co-operate to 
stem the advance of paganism which was 
spreading in Many countries, and was en- 
deavouring to get a foothold in Ireland. 

Referring to the appeal to Catholic youth 
to rhe orm societies, the President asked 
if they Could not show these young men that 
the C.¥.M.8., while taking no part in ele | 
politics, offered them an opportunity throug 
membership of the Society of working for the 
economic and social life of the country in 
accordance with the best Irish tradition.

social distress. This view was expressed by 
the Rev. J.. M. Hayes, U.C., Lundie of 
Muintir-na-Tire, in an address to the Con- 
vention during its second day s silting at the 
Gresham Hotel yesterday. 

His address was broadcast from Radio 
Athlone, and reviewed the position of the 
Society and the social problem. 

They were living, he said, in a period of 
world history which was witnessing the 
break of civilisation as we know it. Social, 

litical and religious principles were beigg 
erm aside, and in some countries thwe 
was evidence that the destruction was com- 
plete. In others the puprosching disruption 
was visible, while in others danger signals, 
even if faint, were appearing. There was 
a new conception of society, of economics, 
and even of religion. The State was all and 
everything, and to the State every force had 
to be subordinated. The root error lay in 
the denial and suppression of the spiritual. 
This denial of the spiritual brought the down- 
fall of everything sacred which made 
Christian civilisation, and if one believed in 
a heaven on earth they would seek in vain. 

The outlook was dark, but there was no 
need for despair; for the very fact that they 
were called to fight the battle of the 
spiritual should be a cause of joy. Future 
generations depended on the actions and 
courage of the present 


with society. Communism had not sprung 
up by chance, but had grown on the soil of 
social injustice. Discontented humanity was 
the recruiting ground of Communism, 

Continuing, he said that their work must 
be chiefly among the great masses of 
workers; for education did not stop when 
the last schoolday was over. The ordinary 
workman continued to learn, chiefly from his 
company and his newspapers. It was 
necessary to conquer the surroundings in 
which the worker lived—the problems of 
housing, health, security and a living wage 
must be faced; It was not for the Church 
lo propose them, nor impose technical solu- 
tions, but it was for the Church to inspire 
them, encourage them, and orientate them 
to a truly Christian solution, 

Mr, A. J O'Connell, B.A, proposed, and 
the Rev. A M. Crofts, O.P., S.T.L 
seconded, a vote of thanks to Fat!:er Hayes. 
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PAID OFFICIALS 


Earlier in the day Mr. T. P.. French 
(organising secretary) stated in his report 
that nineteen new branches of the C.Y.M.S. 
were formed during the past year, bringing 
the total to about ninety in the whole of 
Ireland. He pressed for further organisation. 
The Pope knew the weakness in the defences 
of the Church militant was the ignorance 
among members o1 che Church of fundamental 
Catholic princip'es.

NUNS ORDERED OUT 


“The Little Sisters of the Poor, who were 
the last. Order of nuns to be fc rced out, told 
me their chaplain had said Mass on Friday 
and shortly afterwards he, too, was taken 
of and interned. In none of these circles 
did one hear any talk of priests having been 
murdered. I was told by armed workers that 
in some of the posts involved in the first 
fighting in Barcelona priests were killed 
Nobody seems to deny that the priests 
in Spain were, almost without exception 
against the workers’ front. 1 saw the 
workers on the way to Saragossa, and drove 
through a number of villages myself.

The Earl and Countess of Iddesleigh will 
be among the Horse Show visitors of the 
week, They will be the guests of Captain 
Gaisford St. Lawrence at Howth Castle. 
Lord Iddesleigh is a member of the 
Northcote family—an old Devonshire clan. 

a convert to the Roman 
Catholic Church some years ago. Lady 
Iddesleigh is a daughter of Mrs. Belloc 
Lowndes, the authoress, and a niece of 
Mr. Hilaire Belloc. The Gaisford St. 
Lawrences are one of the few Roman 
Catholic families left of Norman origin. 
Tristam, their original name, was changed 
to the present one in a quite romantic 
way. It was Sir Amoricus Tristam, 
brother-in-law of John de Courcy and his 
sworn comrade, who in the twelfth century 
was granted the lands of Howth in return 
for the part he played in the Irish 
invasion. That Tristam was slain in 
Connaught at Knockmoy during a battle 
against Cathal Crovederg, King of 
Connaught. That battle, according to 
aceounts of the times, was a severe check 
to the Norman penetration. It was a 
descendant of Tristam who changed the 
name after a battle near Clontarf. which 
occurred on the Feast of St,. Laurence. 
This warrior swore to take the name of the 
saint, whose feast day it was, if he won 
the battle; so in recognition of his victory 
the family is St. Lawrence since then. 
Lord Iddesleigh is a Knight of Honour 
and Devotion of the Sovereign and 
Military Order of Malta. 


Other Visitors 


Despite the great counter-attraction of 
the Olympic Games in Berlin, we are going 
to have a greater number of visitors here 
this week than ever before. The English 
team is in a sense responsible for this. | 
noticed that Mr. Hilton Green, who has, I 
think, been in Kilkenny for a few days, is 
staying over for the Show. Mr. Hilton 
Green is the Master of the Cotswolds. As 
such he is a very important visitor, for he 
may possibly be looking for hunters. It is 
significant that most of the present-day 
Masters of the big English hunts are very 
young men. They are not so obviously the 
sportsmen as were their predecessors, and 
they all look apostles of the negligé. Their 
tempers, too, seem excellent in contrast to 
those “ dictators” of the past, who swore 
at all and sundry. 

Another most important visitor whom 
one might expect to find in Berlin this 
week, but who actually arrives in Dublin 
to-day, is Herr Clavel, the Swiss sports- 
man. Herr Clavel is one of the world’s 
rich men. He is very much interested in 
horses and racing, and I believe he is an 
owner in his own country. He paid a visit 
to Ireland about two years ago, and will 
be one of the first to visit the Show to- 
morrow morning. Captain Woodford, of 
the American Army, is another notable 
Show visitor. 


“Che British Legion 


Major J. J. Tynan, that old Inniskilling 
Dragoon, who is now secretary to the Irish 
Free State area of the British Legion, tells 
me that the Legion’s Horse Show Ball bids 
fair to break all records. Now as firmly 
established as the Horse Show itself, and 
forming almost part of it, the ball is being 
held, as usual, on Friday of Horse Show 
Week, at the Metropole Ballroom, Dublin, 
and, if one is to judge from the long 
list of patrons, everyone who is anyone 
will be there to enjoy themselves 
and to do his bit in a good cause, 
All profits from the function go to 
the benevolent tunds of the British Legion, 
and are used to heip our countrymen who, 
nigh on a quarter of a century ago, left 
office desk and factory bench to face four 
and a half years of fighting. To-day— 
lamentably I write—many of those men 
who did but what their sense of duty 
dictated, are impoverished and broken 
down in health. If a newspaper could be 
printed in letters of flame I would set out 
in the largest type procurable the nation’s 
shame that this should be so. As it is, I 
hope that the readers of this column wil! 
forgive the limitations of the printers and 
attend in full force to help a great cause 
on Friday evening. 


A Parnell “ Boom” 


There would appear to be a tremendous 
revival of public interest in Charles 
Stewart Parnell, if one may judge by the 
number of books and plays about him 
that have been written and performed 
during the past year or so. Perhaps, it 
was the American lady’s play about 
Parnell, which was privately staged in 
London some two months ago, but which 
was a great public success last year in

- New York and has now been revived there, 
that started the revival of interest. But 
whatever the cause may be, the interest is 
certainly acute just now, and the many 
plays about ''The Chief ” which await 
production in Ireland may be given their 
chance, .A.new. study by an English lady 
is about to be published in London, and 
Mrs. O’Shea Leamy, widow. of a member 
of Parnell’s Party, has just published a 
volume about Parnell’s last days in New 
York, At the same time it may be noted 
that Mr. St. John Ervine’s very provoca 
tive study of Parnell in “ The Curiosities 
of Politics ” series may now be had very 
cheaply in the Dublin book shops. Having 
given the world a kind of view ‘‘ from the 
wings ” of the Parnell movement, perhaps 
Mr. Francis Hackett may be induced to 
go on to a full-length biographical study. 
It is time an Irish author took. a hand 
in the business, if Parnell is not to be 
left entirely to foreigners and “ ex- 
patriates.”’ 


Civic .Spirit 


Here we are on the eve of a great Horse 
Show, when money in plenty will be spent 
in Dublin, yet no attempt—except that 
made by a woman—is evident that any 
civic notice is being taken of it. On the 
August Bank Holiday last year I 
remember the untidy littered streets that 
prevailed when a heavy contingent of 
strangers arrived in the city for the week. 
No one had even thought of presenting a 
clean city to the world. This year I notice 
that one Dublin restaurant—one of a chain 
of such enterprises owned by a woman, 
and managed by women, and doing a roar- 
ing trade as well—has had the initiative 
to decorate its windows in compliment to 
the week we celebrate. This restaurant 
has employed an artist and a window- 
dresser to evolve a special scheme of 
decoration. This comprises a large 
window panel, showing a lady (mounted) 
taking the stone wall at Ballsbridge in 
her stride. Another panel represents the 
Rock of Cashel. 


More Irish Plays Published 


Recently I mentioned that Teresa 
Deevy’s play, “ Katie Roche,” is being 
published in England—a rare tribute for 
a play not yet seen over there. Now I 
notice that ‘‘Boyd’s Shop” is being 
published this month by Allen and Unwin. 
It has been performed at the Abbey and 
the Playhouse, Liverpool, and with it 
Mr. St. John Ervine returned to the scene 
of his first work, the Ulster village of 
Donaghreagh. James Joyce’s only play, 
“ Exiles,’’ is also now available in chea 
form from Jonathan Cape, uniform with 
Mr. Denis Johnston’s “ The Moon in the 
Yellow River.” It must be unique, this 
play, in that it has run through several 
editions, is known to everybody who reads 
modern literature, and is almost never 
played. The Abbey Theatre, which one 
would expect to be the first place in the 
world to stage it, has never presented it 
to the public. 


Afforestation 


I suppose the most remarkable example 
of what judicious tree-planting can do to 
reclaim barren and apparently useless soil 
is the project carried out in the maritime 
district of Southern France known as “The 
Landes.” One hundred years ago this 
area of nearly two million acres, lying 
between the sea and the valleys of the 
Garonne and the Adour, was an unculti- 
vated and waterlogged waste, through 
which the few inhabitants were obliged to 
make their way on stilts. To-day it 1s 
mainly covered with forests of pine and 
oak, and the people, who are mostly of 
Gascon race, enjoy a considerable measure 
of prosperity. Great quantities of pit- 
props are supplied to England from this 
district, while rye, maize, wheat and grapes 
are extensively grown, This change is due 
to the action of the French Government 
in the middle of the last century, when it 
was decided to drain the whole area by 
means of trenches. The soil was almost 
entirely sand, but beneath the surface layer 
vegetable matter was found to be mixed 
with the sand, and this proved to be 
eminently suitable for the growth of trees, 
which sprung up rapidly when planted. 
The cost of the whole scheme, which 
included the provision of roads and dwell- 
ings, was about half a million pounds. It 
would be difficult to estimate the capital 
value of the Landes forests to-day, not to 
mention the increased prosperity and im- 
proved health of the population. It was, 
of; course, fortunate that the subsoil in 
this instance happened to be suitable; yet 
the scheme might serve as a useful object- 
lesson to those who are timid about 
embarking on projects of afforestation.

To deal with this volume of traffic 
special methods were adopted by the 
R.A.C. As each car was landed on the 
quay the club’s officials: got to work. One 
met the owner of the car.and piloted him, 
his passengers and his car swiftly through 
the Customs, another prepared the neces- 
sary licence and insurance forms, a third 
fitted the car with a ‘‘ Q”’ plate (for cars 
registered in the United States), and a 
fourth saw to the filling up with petrol, 
oil and water. 

The average time taken for all this was 
ten minutes per car.

TO COST £300,000 EACH 


The directors of the British and Irish 
Steam Packet Company have authorised the 
construction of two new vessels for.the in- 
creasingly popular night express service be- 
tween Dublin and Liverpool.

|The Basis of Credit 


Mr. Einzig is on firm ground when he

and intriguing. 

The ordinary reader must fee] that he 
would like to have a more intimate 
acguaintance with the economic structure 
of that country before he can accept and 
recommend the application to his own 
country of the lessons which seem to sug- 
gest themselves. On the other hand, the 
econcmist must feel that the Swedish 
school of economists has claims on the 
atiention of English-speaking economists 
equally with the Austrian—now so much 
in the fashion. The names of Cassel and 
Oplin are, of course, well known, but 
Luidahl and Myrdae will obtain a well- 
deserved publicity in the pages of this 
beuk. 


A Paradox 


One of the paradoxes of monetary 
history is the possibility of a currency 
departing from gold by a process of levi- 
tation rather than gravitation. In con- 
sequence of a refusal to buy imported gold 
in unlimited quantities at a fixed price in 
February, 1916, the Swedish kroner became 
more valuable than its legal equivalent 
in gold. Another paradox of the War 
period was the fact that in 1917 the 
Swedish price level stood well above the 
price level in the United Kingdom, and 
the Swedish kroner was appreciated in 

rms of sterling. In these circumstances, 
what are we to make of the purchasing 
power parity theory of the exchanges? 

Perhaps, the chief lesson one learns 
from Swedish experience is the inadequacy 
of a monetary policy of which bank rate 
manipulation is the main feature. This 
is also one of the many well supported 
contentions of Mr, Einzig’s book. 


Cheap Money 


Cheap money is all very well, but the 
real dynamic of economic changes is rela- 
tive price and income relationships and 
the profit expectations of enterprises. We 
need to be told that cheap money causes 
a general rise in the price level, and 
vice-versa with dear money. But both 
policies are liable to “throw out the baby 
with the bath water.” The movement of 
certain elements in the price-income struc- 
ture may be contrary to the general 
trend, and the fall of some where a rise 
is necessary may only aggravate the 
causes of an existing disequilibrium. To 
take a concrete heneeblaodant money will 
slow down residential building, aggravate 
an existing scarcity of houses, and cause 
rents to rise, though the general ten- 
dency of prices and incomes is downwards. 
Equally, the rigidity of wages in certain 


certain favoured goods, will aggravate the 
difficulty of adjustment to a new economic 
situation, ani throw, perhaps, an in- 
tolerable strain on prices which must re- 
main flexible. 

Wages in agriculture in Sweden were in 
1929 159 per cent. of pre-war ; in industry 
232 per cent. Dr. Thomas rightly empha- 
sises the distorting effect of this disparity 
on the whole post-war eccnomic develop- 
ment of Sweden. 


Public Works 


Perhaps, the chief interest of his book 
is that it brings the story of the Swedish 
experiment in a public works policy up 
to date. Since January, 1935, the policy 
has been deliberately adopted of borrow- 
ing on a large scale, in order to tinance 
ublic works which are not of a self-liqui- 
atory character. Ordinary taxation was 
not increased, but adequate provision was 
made for the rapid amortisation of the 
loans in question within a period of 
seven years. Unemployment in 1935 was 
little more than half its volume in 1932, 
the volume of production had substantially 
increased, and it was possible in 1936-7 to 
reduce income tax by 12 per cent., and to 
provide for the complete liquidation of 
these loans. One of the dangers of the 
system of under-balancing annual Budgets 
is that it requires at a later stage a self- 
denying restraint on the part of the legis- 
lative sovereign which appears to have 
been forthcoming in the case of the 
Swedish democracy. The period when it 
becomes necessary to over-balance Budgets 
and liquidate-debt is not easy to determine 
on objective grounds, and thus it is one of 
peculiar temptation. 


Mr. Einzig’s Book 


Mr. Ejinzig’s book gives an admirable 
conspectus of all the various schools of 
monetary thought and practice in the 
world to-day. He shows that while each is 
in apparent conflict with all others, in 
fact many of them have something to 
recommend them. They are complemen- 
tary rather than contradictory. The book 
is a well-balanced criticism as well as a 
competent exposition, and thus to a certain 
extent it Mean criticism of itself. 
Monetary reform is important, but “ the 
importance of economic reform is vastly 
greater.” Monetary reform without 
economic planning would be both dangerous 
and imadequate. He is by far the most 
rsuasive advocate of economic planning 
nown to the present writer; but, while 
he makes it clear that the object of 
economic planning should be a progressive 
increase in the standard of living of the 
majority, he regards the practical problems 
to M bich it gives rise as outside the scope 
of the present treatise. 


The “' Cloistered’ Life ** 


He deplores the cloistered life which so 
many monetary theorists and experts lead, 
cut off from any vital contact with the 
realities of the economic world. He him- 
self discusses schemes for the increase of 
purchasing power, and rightly points out 
that many sueh schemes simply transfer 
putchasing power from one section of the 
community to another without increasing 
its total. The total of monetary purchas- 
ing power can only be increased by in- 
flationary means, After all, is there not 
something misleading in the application 
of the term “ purchasing power ' to a mere 
aggregate of money? No amount of monev 
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credit” in connection with President 
Roosevelt’s ill-conceived silver experi- 
ment, as if he thought that the basis of 
credit had a metallic or some other 
objective composition. It is quite time 
that monctary enthusiasts, orthodox and 
otherwise, stopped talking nonsense about 
the basis of credit, Ultimately, the only 
teal basis of credit is economic consump 
tion within the economy, and it is sound 
when producers in general are ‘producing 
at the right price the things that con- 
sumers want and are paying for out of 
income. The essence of the whole 
producer-consumer-exchange complex is 
relativity, and monetary disturbances are 
only the superficial aspect of some failure 
of adjustment in the price-income struc- 
ture which constitutes the producer- 
consumer economy.

In fact, she tells us everything we have 
been reading in books on modern poetry 
for.years past. Her explanation, how- 
ever, is well written, and, for those who 
have not read its predecessors, an 
adequate guide to the new poetic country- 
side—or city-scape. 


A Modern Palgrave 


Mr. Wolfe’s anthology is an inferior 
“ Golden Treasury,’’ trotting out as it 
does the poems of which we have grown 
weary in every anthology for the last fifty 
or so years. It is symptomatic of the 
whole collection that he includes Mr. 
Yeats’s ‘‘ Fiddler of Dooney,’’ Milton’s 
“HH Penseroso,”” Wordsworth’s “I 
wandered lonely as a cleud,’’ and so on. 
Mr. Palgrave must feel flattered. 

“Edwardian Poetry” has apparently 
been collected by someone who believes in 
Tradition and Lord Tennyson and No 
Damn Nonsense. All the rhythms are 
carefully consecutive, and no attempt is 
made to shock the reader into the 
suspicion that the 19th century has 
passed. All those included, with one re- 
markable exception, are those whose work 
has been strictly traditional. The one ex- 
ception is Hugh MacDiarmid, whose 
presence in such company rather sur- 
prised me until I read that: 

All that is past 
Quiet has come into my soul 


Life's tempest is done 
I lie at last 
sA bird cliff under the midnight sun— 


which seems rather a pity.

“The Things Men Do.” By Rhys Davies. 
Heinemann. 7/6 net. 


VEN readers who generally avoid short 
E, stories would do well to sample those 

of Mr. Rhys Davies. He presents real 
people in real situations, with sharp and 
vigorous strokes. His stories, mostly of 
Welsh peasants or of Welsh mining com- 
munities, have in them something akin to 
national drama. His technique is admirable 
aud his situations fresh, unexpected, but 
authentic. “‘ Resurrection’’ is perfect of its 
kind ; and so, too, is ‘‘ The Contraption.”’ In 
the former, one of three old sisters is certified 
dead, and placed in her coffin, when she is 
discovered to be very much alive. There is 
no need for Mr. Davies to force the comedy, 
or the tragedy of the situation—nor does he 
do so. The subsequent problems of the two 
old sisters are perfectly genuine and real, and 
provide all the comic gS st necessary. “The 
Contraption ’’ is lighter, but just as success- 
fully handled. The inmates of an almshouse, 
led by the oldest inhabitant, who is a veri- 
table “ holy terror,” revolt against the deci- 
sion of the committee to instal modern 
plumbing and enforce its use. The story

ISS JOANNA CANNAN makes cn 
M interesting character study of a man 
who commits murder, and whose life- 
long wounded pride and self-esteem finds in 
this act some self-satisfaction. The man he 
kills has always been held up to him as a 
model. Good-looking, attractive, clever and 
dominating, in contrast to Marlow’s diffiident, 
weak and ineffective personality. Marlow 
comes eventually to feel superior to Atten- 
borough because, in his morbid reasoning, he 
has triumphed over him. The scene is set 
in a boys’ school when the tension between 
masters and masters’ wives is at ite height. 
This theme is by no means original, but Miss 
Cannan contrives to show the development cf 
Marlow's odd, lonely. reasoning, and she gives 
an ironic and unexpected twist to her story 
which makes it quite unusnal, 


The Weather in the Streets. By Rosamund 
Lehmann, Collins. 8/- net. 


O genuine lover of fiction could question 
N the quality of Miss Rosamund Lehmann’s 

work, She writes with distinction and 
charm, and the knife-like quality of her 
analysis of character is tempered by extreme 
sensibility and understanding. She writes 
about a set of people in the early ‘thirties; 
men and women who have weathered the 
storms of earlier youth, but who are still 
engaged with active passions and emotions. 
Olivia Curtis, who has made rather a mess of 
her life, and who becomes involved in an 
inevitably unhappy love affair with Rollo 
Spencer, is the central figure; but there are a 
dozen or more characters, relations and 
friends, each individualised, but standing for 
something which Olivia has missed, grouped 
around her. The technique of this novel is 
eminently successful in its presentation of the 
characters. Parallel with the ogee word 
run the unspoken thoughts; parallel with the 
miask, the face.

It all 
sounds very exciting and remote at the start, 
and one visualises some isolated island off 
the west coast. lrish readers may be a bit 
disappointed to learn later that the island 
lies somewhere between the Mourne Moun- 
tains and Howth!

ERCURY is an evening star, but sets

Venus is also an evening star, near 

Mercury, and setting near the same time as 

he, all the month. Even Venus will hardly 
be visible this month. 

Mars is a morning star, rising shortly 
before á a.m., and with little difference in 
the time all the month.

On the 13th the shadow of |. is on the planet 
a fr6m 9.3 till 1118 p.m. On the Mth 
Il. again comes out of eclipse at 11.4 p.m. 
On the 16th the. shadow of Ill, is visible 
from 7.44 p.m. till 10.30. On the 20th 
the shadow of I. enters at 10.58 p.m. On 
the 21st the same satellite comes out of 
eclipse at 10.23 p.m. On the 23rd the shadow 
of II. comes off at 8.5 p.m., and that of 
Ilf. enters at 11.44. On the 29th the shadow 
of I. passes off at 9.35, and on the 3th that 
of If, at 10.40 p.m. 

Of these shadow phenomena, the shadow of 
satellite Il. is difficult to observe with a 
small telescope, being “he smallest and 
faintest of the four. ll the others are 
easy, that of III. being the biggest and 
blackest, and that of I. not far behind it. 
A two-inch glass of any sort of quality will 
show them all, though the hada of IL. 
will require sharp sight and patience. 

Saturn is now rising at a convenient hour 
in the evening; 9.10 p.m. at the beginning of 
August, and 7.19 at the end. His ring is a 
little wider than last month, but still looks 
like a thin line of light, or a needle stuck 
through the ball of the planet. It will look 
like this, more or less; all through the 
autumn, till in December it will again ais- 
appear, and remain invisible till February. 
This time its invisibility will be due to our 
Leing on its dark side. The planet’s bright- 
ness is considerably affected by the absence 
of the rings. In the telescope he looks like a 
very small and insignificant copy of Jupiter. 


THE SUN AND MOON 


Fall Moon on the 3rd, at 3.47 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the Sth, at 8.59 p.m. 

New Moon on the 17th, at 5.21 a.m. 

First Quarter on the 25th, at 5.49 a.m. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 6th, with Mars on the 15th, 
with Venus on the 18th, with Mercury on the 
19th, and with’ Jupiter on the 26th. None of 
these conjunctions will be close, that with 
Jupiter on the 26th being the nearest. 

Nome very active spot groups have been 
visible recently. One of these was easily 
visible by projection through a pair of 
binoculars during the eclipse cruise of. the 
‘‘Strathairds’’ on the days preceding and 
following the eclipse, and was responsible for 
the magnificent pair of red prominences seen 
on the Sun's upper limb during totality. 
Another group broke out on the Sun’s visible 
hemisphere a week later. 

The Sun is worfa watching at present. A 
pair of binoculars, if held with the object- 
glasses facing tre Sun and a sheet of paper, 
or some other suitable sirface, three or four 
feet behind the instrument, will project a 
sharp image of the Sun, in which spots will 
be clearly seen. A little practice in nar 
the focus, and the distance of the screen, wi 
ensure success, Either prismatic or Galilean 
binoculars. can, be used for the purpose. 


SMALL COMET IN NORTH 


A small comet has been wandering through 
the Northern heavens for the last two months, 
When discovered it was on the borders of 
Cassiopeia and Cepheus, about half-way be- 
tween the bright stars of the former con- 
stellation and the Pole Star. It is now 
visible to the naked eye on the borders of 
Andromeda and Lacerta, and moving towards 
the North-West corner of the Great Square 
of Pegasus. 

Readers of this must not expect to see any- 
rt sensational. All that could be seen 
the last few nights was a little fuzzy spot, 
which when viewed with a pair of binoculars 
was unmistakably a comet, and had a tail. 
It may become more visible later on. 

At midnight on the Ist, at 11 p.m. on 
the 15th, and at 10 pm. on the 20th. 

Capricornus, Delphinus, and Cygnus are on 
the meridian Cepheus is overhead. The 
bright star Deneb, or Alpha Cygni, is just 
passing the meridian. ts two companion 
white stars, Altair in Aquila and Vega in 
Lyra, are, respectively, about one and two 
hours | West. of the. meridian. Ophiuchus, 
Serpens, Hercules, Corona and Boótes are in 
the West ; Sagittarius is setting S.W. 

East of the meridian are Aquarius, Pisces, 
Aries and Andromeda. Cetus is rising. The 
bright star Fomalhaut is just on the edge 
of. the horizon two. hours t. of the South 
point. It is nearly in a line with the 
Western side of the Great Square, and thus 
is easy to find. The Pleiades are just m 
sight near the N.E. horizon.. A little further 
to the North Capella shines: the most con- 
spicuous star in that region. There are only 
six first magnitude stars in sight—Capella, 
Arcturus, Deneb, Vega, Altair and Fomal- 
haut. The Great Bear walks level, his paws 
yearly on the horizon, due North. 


THE MILKY WAY 


The Milky Way, which is now beginning 
to be visible with the passing of the summer 
twilight near midnight, rises from the N.-E. 
horizon near Capélla, and continues through 
Perseus and Cassiopeia to near the zenith, 
descending, again through @ygnus (where it 
forks. into ood mpeg) and Aquila, to meet 
the 8.E. horizon in Eagittarius. The most 
brilliant part of it visible here is in Cygnus, 
where many brilliantly lovely star clusters 
may be found with a small telescope. 

In Aquila is the “Wild Duck.” cluster, 

which is visible to a keen sight without 
optical aid. Th the telescope it is a fine 
sight: a wedge-shaped. mass of, small stars, 
with a bright one at the corner, whence the 
name from the resemblance to the wedge- 
nee flight of wild ducks, with the leading 
drake at the head. 
_ The globular cluster 15 Messier in Pegasus 
is worth looking up; but is difficult. to find 
without the help of a star atlas. It is not 
quite Se N.W. of the 2nd magnitude star, 
$ grme Pegasi, but is ao far from the stars 
of the Great Sdjúaré as to be difficult to 
identify as belonging to Pegasus at all. It is 
close to the borders of the little constellations, 
Equuleus and ag“ em It is best, searched 
for with a pair of binoculars, 

Other nebulae or nebulous objects well 
‘placed at present are the “Dumb-bell Nebula,” 
in Vulpecula, and the Ring Nebula, in Lyra. 
The Dumb-bell is also. known as 27 Messier. 
The little constellation, Sagitta, the Arrow, 
ia useful for finding it. The arrow is an un- 
mistakable and convincing arrow, North of 
the three ag stars in Aquila, which look 
like Orion's lt; and the nebula is 5° due 
North of the bright star at the point of the 
arrow. Again, a pair of binoculars will help 
to find it. 

The Perseids are at their best during the 
early daya of August, the maximum being on 
the 9th. They are best seen alter midnight. 
This year, unfortunately, the Moon will be 
full on the órd. and will be giving bright 
iene in the hours after midnight during the 
whole of-the following week. 

The Perseids. however, are usually bright 
objects, and leave streaks which are bright 
enough to overpower moonlight.

Spain and Europe 


The great wall of mountain that shuts 
Spain off from France shuts her off also 
from Europe—at least, so people used to 
suppose, Behind the Pyrenees, Spain has 
lived her own kind of life for the last fifty 
years or more, playing no real part in 
European politics. She has been per- 
plexed by none of the entanglements that 
continually are leading the other nations 
to the brink of war, and has been a great 
deal more “ isolated ” than Great Britain 
ever could claim to be. One never can tell 
whether internal troubles in a European 
country can be kept within the national 
frontiers, but in the case of Spain it could 
almost be assumed that they would not 
spread, and so the- present revolution, 
deplorable as it may be, was not greeted 
with any great. uneasiness in the other 
European capitals. Spain, it was felt, 
was nearly as self-contained as any country 
could be; there were not likely to be any 
repercussions from a rising whith con- 
Yet the trouble has 
developed in such a mannér that one no 
longer can be sure. The Spanish rebellion 
seemed at first to be a purely domestic 
affair, but now the question has come to 


cerned Spain alone. 


assume an unpleasantly “international ”' 
air, and already foreign Governments are 
becoming nervous. France, in fact, is 
seriously alarmed, and has addressed a 
telegram to the British Foreign Office 
urging Great Britain not to intervene in 
Spanish affairs at all. A similar message 
will be sent by France to the other Govern- 
ments principally concerned, and there 
may be conversations between these Powers 
in order to find some solution to the 
Spanish troubles by international media- 
tion. In the meantime, any nation which 
supplies war materials either to the 
Spanish Government or to the rebels may 
lay itself open to all kinds of suspicions, 
and some of those suspicions will be 
justified, 

In its essentials, the trouble in Spain 
was purely domestic, and should be 
So any other 
country is concerned, all that has hap- 
pened is that a rebellion has broken out 
against the regularly constituted Govern- 
ment of that nation, and, if there is any 
question of arms or help from abroad, it 
is to the Government that they should be 
given. Unfortunately, the trouble in Spain 
raises all kinds of other issues. In the 
first place, the Spanish Government is 
Socialist, and the rebels are Conservatives 
who were driven out of power with the 
ex-King. This fact, allied with the fact 
that there has been a great number of 
excesses on the part of the mob, has in- 
flamed opinion abroad, and—gquite un- 
justiiably—has begun to divide Europe 
into two main camps. The fight between 
the Spanish Government and the Spanish 
rebels has been translated into general 
terms, and has been accepted as a battle 
between Communism and Fascism. Every- 
body is inclined to take sides. France, pre- 
dominantly Socialist at the moment, sym- 
pathises with the Spanish Government 
and would like to help it, while Russia 
may be presumed to take the same point 
of view. Germany and Italy, on the other 
hand, favour the rebels because they, too, 
are Fascist, and many people who have 
sympathy neither with Communism nor 
Fascism support them because the Spanish 
Government is anti-clerical, and because 
outrages have been committed. The 
longer the rebellion continues, the 
stronger will grow the feeling on either 
side, and, although news from Spain is 
confused and contradictory, it is obvious 
that the Government is having a hard 
struggle. Already, indeed, sympathy 
seems to be giving place to active support. 
It is too much to believe that the Italian 
aeroplane which was forced down in 
French Morocco, and the other Italian’ 
machines which seem to be concentrated 
behind the rebel lines in Africa, do not 
represent actual, though unofficia), help 
trom the Italian Fascists. There has 
been talk, ‘too, of aeroplanes supplied from 
Germany, though in this case the facts are

German or Italian help could give him 
Spain; without that help he is rather 
unlikely to get anything. The possibility 
of such a move makes the whole situation 
one of the utmost delicacy for Europe, 
and it may be the cause of France's 
urgent plea for the strictest neutrality in 
dealing with Spain. Neither France nor 
Great Britain can afford any further in- 
terference with the balance of power in 
the Mediterranean, and General Franco's 
accession to power easily might alter the 
balance. The wisest and only logical 
course would be to treat the established 
Government exactly as every other 
European Government is treated, and to 
give it any support for which a Govern- 
ment is entitled to ask. That course may 
be hard to follow, now that so many dif- 
ferent passions and interests have clouded 
the issue, but any other course may lead 
by easy stages to war.

The skies, as we write, neither promise 
good nor threaten bad.

A 
little furbishing of shop-fronts would help, 
not to mention a smartening-up of trams 
and cmnibuses. Less ambitiously, what 
an improvement would have been effected 
if the Corporation had sent forth its 
minions to remove the election “ slogans ” 
that still make a mess of the streets; and, 
finally, we hope with all sincerity that 
those digging operations which have 
hindered traffic for some time past will 
be suspended for the duration of the Show. 
These may be small matters, but people 
who take pride in their city are anxious 
that it shall be seen at its best during 
this one particular week of all the year. 


Bleriot 


Trans-Atlantic flights take place almost 
every summer—so many ‘‘ records ” have 
been set up by them that the feat has 
become material for a music-hall joke 
rather than .a subject for admiration. 
Airmen can travel from London to Cape 
Town or Melbourne in a few days; and, 
at the moment, the plans for a regular 
passenger service between Europe and 
America are about to be put to a trial. 
Signor Mussolini has won—or claims to 
have won—the first war in which the 
aeroplane has played a decisive part, and 
a machine has just been invented which 
will allow citizens in a few years’ time to 
set forth from the roofs of their suburban 
homes and land on the roofs of their 
offices. Among all these achievements, 
where can room be found for the name of 
Bliériot? In his day he hhad all the glory 
of the pioneer ; but, like all pioneers, his 
fate was to become démodé.. To moderr 
eyes the aeroplane in which he made his 
famous flight across the Straits of Dover 
in 1909 seems to be a laughable contraption 
of strings, wires and canvas ; and the great 
adventure itself has become no more than 
a commonplace to the air-liners which 
cross every day from England to France 
and back again. Yet this man, who has 
died in Paris, cannot be denied his 
right to a place in history. Many sailors 
before Columbus had explored the world, 
and many men before Blériot risked their 
lives to prove that machines could sail 
through the air. It was left to Blériot, as 
to Columbus, to take the one decisive step 
which should lay open a whole field of new 
possibilities; and it may be that other 
generations will regard 1909 as a date 
almost as important as 1492. His petty 
flight across the Channel has a significance 
which cannot be judged now; and the 
stimulus which it gave to flying may brin» 
more evil than good to the world in the 
end. One knows, however, that his 
achievement marked the. turning-point, 
and should be honoured as such.

A ‘** Mackintosh Holiday “ 


St. Swithin is keeping up his reputation. 
but the very unsettled weather has not 
deterred holiday-makers. All transport 
records both by land and sea have been 
broken during the last few days; yet there 
are still streams of holiday-makers pour- 
ing into and out of London. The number 
of visitors to the Metropolis is in: excess 
of all previous incursions, a striking 1i- 
crease being recorded of those coming from 
abroad. Like rail and road transport, air 
and sea services to the Continent report 
record bookings. Despite that, we are 
suffering what may be described as a 
“ mackintosh holiday.” The weather has 
kept very few people at home, with the 
result that accommodation at most of the 
seaside resorts is at a premium. A feature 
of this holiday has been the great rush of 
motorists to the Continent. It is estimated 
that no fewer than 10,000 will be touring 
Central Europe and France during the 
week. Weather prospects for to-morrow 
are not promising—in fact, really settled 
conditions are not expected for some days. 


Parliament Adjourns 


The first session of the first Parliament 
of King Edward VIFI. has virtually come 
to a close, and members have separated for 
a well-deserved recess. It has been a 
strenuous session not only from the actual. 
legislative point of view, but on account 
of the unprecedented number of late 
sittings. When the reassembly at the end of 
October takes place it will be for the formal 
prorogation. A few days later His Majesty 
will, in State, open his second session. The 

rorogation might have taken place on 
Friday, as the Government had completed 
all its business; but it was deemed more 
prudent at the present juncture to adjourn 
than to prorogue. The reason for this 
procedure is that, if a meeting of Parlia- 
ment should have to be summoned in 
consequence of some untoward circum- 
stances, both Houses can get to business 
immediately without going through the 
week’s formalities which mark the opening 
of a new session. 


The Government's Plans 


Mr. Baldwin has given offence to his 
Conservative su:yporters by not revealing 
what are the Government’s intentions re- 
garding the reform of the League of 
Nations, or, rather, the overhaul] of some 
of the Articles of the Covenant. It is 
admitted that something must be done in 
view of the Leegue’s failure in connection 
with the Italo-Abyssinian affair. Mr. 
Baldwin might have been better advised 
had he taken his political friends into his 
confidence, and explained what would be 
the policy of the Government at the 
Geneva meeting next month. Then there 
is the question of mandates: Though 
closely pressed for assurances that the 
Government would not part with any 
| mandated: territories. he has agam left 
open. the door for speculation. The storm 
of indignation which rose from the Con- 
servative Party when the suggestion was 
put forward in the early days of the Italo- 
Abyssinian crisis to part with a strip of 
British Somaliland should leave the Prime 
Minister under no misapprehensions as to 
the manner in which any cession proposals 
would be received, 


Cowes Week 


Cowes Week opened yesterday in any- 
thing but propitious weather, and the 
absence of Royalty robbed the gathering 
of much of its attraction. Visitors missed 
such familiar sights as the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, with her accompany- 
ing gthard-ship and destroyer, and also 
King George’s famous old racing cutter 
Britannia, which quite recently was 
scuttled in the English Channel after 
being stripped of all her gear and fittings. 
More than a score of the finest and most 
luxurious yachts in the world are moored 
in Cowes Roads, and there is a great 
collection there of. racing “craft of all 
classes. i 


Speedy Re-arming 


The all-round speeding up in the manu- 
facture of armaments is much in excess 
of expectations. Probably the greatest 
activity is to be found in the private 
factories, which are turning out materia! 
for the Royal Air Force, and in the Royal 
Small Arms factory at Enfield, which is 
working at full pressure on the manu- 
facture of the new Bren machine-gun. 
Thus the new squadrons of the R.A.F. 
will be formed, and the displacement of 
the Lewis sun by the Bren will take place 
at a much earlier date than laid down in 
the general defence programme, Similarly. 
there is great pressure in Government and 
private establishments on the production 
of new guns and assorted ammunition 
the latter being provided almost wholly 
by contract. Activity is general in the 
production of all kinds of munitions, and 
the Services are amazed that their 
demands, which have been consistent] y 
turned down for years. should now be 
granted for the mere asking.

A WELL-DEFINED OBJECTIVE

Last week I spoke to the people of 
Galway on the necessity of national dis- 
cipline, the President said. I want to put 
the same point to you, the people of 
Wexford, here to-night. I want you, too, 
and the people as a whole, to realise that 
it is essential for any further advance that 
we move forward as a united body in an 
ordered manner. 

Without a well-defined objective and a 
planned method for reaching it, without 
discipline in the ranks, there can be no 
satisfactory nationa] progress. It was a 
recognition of this obvious fact that 
brought Fianna Fail into existence ten 
years ago, and that fact is as fundamental 
to-day as it was then. 


TEN YEARS AGO 


Ten years ago the people of this part of 
Ireland were hopelessly divided into two 
almost equal sections in opposing camps, 
with apparently irreconcilable policies. A 
civil war had been fought. One section 
had secured all the machinery of govern- 
ment, whilst the other section was 
excluded by political tests from repre- 
sentation or participation. That was a 
situation which clearly could not last. It 
would be settled ultimately by force or 
by commonsense. Which was it to be? 
Fianna Fail appealed to the good sense of 
the people. It pointed out that the use of 
force could only lead to a further weaken- 
ing of the nation, leaving it helpless to 
defend itself against outside attack—a prey 
to its enemies. It called attention to the 
way suggested at the end of the civil war 
in 1923—the peaceful way offered -by the 
Republican forces to the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Executive of the time, but, un- 
fortunately, rejected by them. . 

It showed that it was the Oath of 
Allegiance as a political test that barred 
the way to acceptance of the principle of 
order, that national policy was to be de- 
termined by the freely elected representa- 
tives of the people sitting in a national 
assembly. It showed that once the 
Oath was removed it would be 
possible for all sections to partici- 
pate through their representatives in 
in framing national policy and in making 
the laws by which they were to be 
governed. Fianna Fail marked out, 
accordingly, the abolition of the Oath as 
the first immediate national objective. 


WELL-FOUNDED 
CONFIDENCE 


The organisation was scarcely founded 
when it was clear that it had the support 
of an overwhelming majority of those who 
refused to accept the Treaty of 1921. There 
were, of course, some Republicans who 
opposed the movement. Absolute unani- 
mity is almost impossible of attainment 
where political matters are concerned. We 
were not deterred by this, but forged 
ahead, confident that our policy would 
eventually win support of a majority of 
the whole people—the support of all who 
so loved this nation as to desire a way of 
serving it effectively. 

Our confidence proved to be wel] founded 
and was soon rewarded. Fianna Fail 
quickly secured the majority it needed, 
and, despite all the prophets of evil, took 
over peacefully the whole machinery of 
government.

The French overture for shortening the 
civil war and avoiding international com- 

lications was made in the first place to

When the message arrived in London 
yesterday it was at once brought to the 
notice of Lord Halifax, the Lord Privy 
Seal, in the absence of Mr. Eden, and it 
is understood conversations on the point 
raised will be conducted through diplo- 
matic channels. 


SILENCE IN ROME 


Authoritative circles in Rome, however, 
are silent on how the proposals have been 
received by Italy. It is certain, at any 
rate, that Italy is not likely to take any 
initiative. 

One crucial passage in the French 
appeal reads: ‘‘ Pending the establish- 
ment of a community of views on this 
subject between all the principal Gover n- 
ments concerned, the fact that war sup- 
plies are now reaching the insurgents 
from foreign countries obliges the French 
Government to reserve its freedom of judg- 
ment in regard to the application of a 
decision taken by it.” 

This attitude has alarmed the French 


Press of the Right, and the Journal des | 


Débats interprets it thus: “If anyone 
else puts his foot in the Spanish hornets’ 
nest the French Government will follow 
suit,'”” and denounces this as “senseless 
policy, which may have catastrophic 
developments. ”’ 

The appeal shows, too, that France 
takes a serious view of the arrival in 
Spanish Morocco of a large fleet of aero- 
planes from Italy. The survivors of two 
machines which crashed in French African 
territory. are to be charged with flying 
unregistered machines, flying over the 
territory: without permission, and carry- 
ing war materials. 

The explanation from Spanish rebel 
headquarters that the machines were re- 
patriating Italian civilians in Spanish 
Morocco is not likely to be given much 
credence. 


FROM MOROCCO TO 
MAINLAND 


It is presumed that the next move will 
be an invasion of the Spanish mainland 
by rebel forces from Morocco using ‘planes 
and ships. Meanwhile the battles in 
various parts of Spain during the week- 
end went for the most part in favour of 
the Government. 

A force of 10,000 volunteers has arrived 
in Madrid to assist in the defence of the 
capital. The situation in the hinterland 
of Madrid is not quite clear, but it would 
appear that the position is vé®y muclr as 
it was four days ago. | 

Elsewhere, by the destruction of 
Oyarzun, the Government has prevented 
the rebels gaining an access to the séa in 
the North-west, through which to get 
much-needed supplies. Government forces 
are now within fifteen miles of the rebel 
stronghold in the north-east of Saragossa 
after fierce fighting, and the surrender of 
Constantino, sixty miles north of. Seville, 
opens up the way to the rebel stronghold 
in the South. 

Intensive bombing of Majorca, and the 
obtaining of a base of operations in the 
Baleari¢é Islands at Cabrera, will aid the 
campaign against the rebels in the 
colonies, and already Tetuan, the rebel 
part in Morocco, has been warned to 
submit or be bombed. 

General Franco has received a welcome 
gift to his war chest, the Archbishop of 
Tangier having handed him half a million 
pesetas (about £15,000). 

A ‘stern effort is being made by the 
authorities at Barcelona to suppress 
excesses committed -by supporters ai the 
Goverhment, and summary shooting will 
be the penalty for all such unlawful acts. 
“ Catalonia,” it declares, refuses to allow 
its .name..to be sullied by .acts of 
cahnibalism, and we shall see that order 
and revolutionary discipline are main- 
tained.’’

FIREMEN INJURED

A fireman was injured and nearly £1,000 
worth of damage caused by an outbreak of 
fire in Foley street, Dublin, on Sunday morn- 
ing. 

At 8 a.m. Fireman Collins, watching from 
a window in Buckingham Street Fire Station, 
saw a cloud of smoke over the houses in 
Foley street direction. The Central Station 
at Tara street was informed and two sections 
of the brigade went out—Tara Street, under 
Captain Connolly, and Buckingham Street, 
under Fireman Kelly. At Foley street they 
found the stock in Mr, Garland’s timber yard 
blazing furiously. Five lines of hose were 
laid; but it was many hours before the out- 
break could be said to be under control. 

Curran’s brush factory, which is beside the 
timber yard, became involved, and consider- 
able damage was done. A furniture factory 
was also affected. 

When the fire was at its height, Fireman 
L. Kiernan, of Buckingham Street Station, had 
a narrow escape from being killed, A wall 
collapsed and pinned the fireman beneath it. 
Fortunately, it fell solidly, and Kiernan was 
saved from being crushed to death through 
a pile of stout logs, which held the wall off 
him. He, however, received injuries to the 
head and was taken to Jervis Street Hospital, 
where, his .wounds, caused. by ‘his ; crushed 
helmet ‘being pressed into his head, were 
treated. After a time he was allowed to re- 
turn to his station. .

air liner. They were accompanied by two 
yachts, Mr. Gunner’s Attalla and Mr. 
L. E. Marquane’s Anabelle. Another 
searcher was Mr. Le Masurier. commodore 
of the St. Helier Yacht Club, who went 
out in his yacht. 

Later Captain Benest returned, and left 
the others to search at low water, when 
the rocks will be uncovered. While the 
search is going on one of the Jersey Air- 
ways ‘planes is directing operations from 
the air, 

All day on Saturday and throughout 
yesterday the parents of Mr. C. Stewart 
Willis, of Evelyn road, Sparkhill, Bir- 
mingham, and Miss Margaret Davies, the 
youngest daughter of a widow, of Hendon 
road, Sparkhill, two of the passengers in 
the Cloud of Iona, clung hard to hope. 

They first heard the news of the liner 
being missing on Saturday morning. Mr. 
Willis was in an auctioneer’s office and 
Miss Davies an assistant collector in a 
Birmingham Inland Revenue office.- They 
had been friends for some time. 

Two of the yachts returned last night 
after a fruitless search. They had cruised 
all day in the. neighbourhood of the 
Minquier Reef, and men were landed on 
the rocks in an effort to trace possible 
survivors. 


PARTS OF 'PLANE FOUND 

Discovery of parts of the missing ’plane 
by motor boats searching round the Min- 
quier Reef led to abandonment of the 
search and the giving up of all possible 
hope for the occupants. One party reached 
the Maitre [les and were informed that 
nobody had landed there. 

The searchers, who returned at 4.30 p.m., 
picked up a wooden part of the Cloud of 
Iona’s emergency exit three miles north of 
Maitre [les. 

Then to the north-east they found several 
other articles among the rocks, including 
an aileron, a cushion from the pilot’s 
cockpit, and parts of the identification 
marking from two wings.

OLYMPIC STADIUM, BERLIN,

HUNDRED thousand people, includ- 
cludmg Herr Hitler and General 
Goering, assembled at the Olympic Stadium 
here to-day for the opening day of the 
Games, which saw four new Olympic 
records established, and the world record 
figures for the 100 metres beaten. ‘ 
The high spots of the day were a couple 
of electrifying dashes over the 100 metres 
by the giant American negro, Jesse Owens, 
who, alter equalling. the official world 
record of 10 3-10 seconds in his first heat. 
went on to beat these figures with 10 2-10 
seconds in his second. Whether Owens 
will have his time passed as a. world 
record, however, is doubtful, because there 
was a following wind. Hé seems to be un- 
lucky in this respect,.for he did 10 2-10 
seconds in America recently, but again a 
following wind robbed him of having the

figures ratified. Owens’s time, however, is 
a new Olympic record, beating the 10 3-10 
seconds set up by another negro, Eddie 
Tolan, at Los Angeles in 1932, 


FIRST TITLE FOR GERMANY 


New Olympic figures were also registered 
in the high jump, shot put and 
women’s javelin by Cornelius Johnson 
(U.S.A.), who cleared 6ft. 8ins., Hans 
Woelike (Germany),. who put the shot 
53{t. Ljins., and Fraulein Tilly Fleischer 
(Germany), who threw the javelin 148‘t. 
43ins. Appropriately enough, Germany, 
as hosts, won the first Olympic title 
through Fraulein Fleischer, who actually 
broke the old record twice to-day. 

British athletes, on the whole, had a 
good day. Although they could do no 
better than gain fifth place in the 10,000 
metres with J. A. Burns, of Elswick 
Harriers, five out of six representatives 
reached the semi-finals of the 100 metres 
and 800 metres. The other, C. RR: Holmes, 
of Manchester University, had the bad 
luck to pull a thigh muscle slightly in his 
first round heat; and, although he quali- 
fied for the second round, his injury pre 
vented him from doing his best. 

Alan Pennington, the Oxford sprinter, 
was in splendid form, and had the fastest 
time of the Britons in the first round, 
wheg he ran second to M. Osendarp, the 
Dutch holder of the A.A.A. 100 yards 
championship. Osendarp returned 10 5-10 
seconds, the second fastest time of the 
first round, and Pennington 10 6-10 
seconds. Osendarp was quickest away, and 
after a good struggle won by four feet. 

Great Britain’s trio of half-milers dis- 
tinguished themselves in the first round of 
the 800 metres, the first four in each 
heat of which entered the semi-finals. 
Two London Athletic Club men, B. F. 
McCabe and J. V. Powell, won their 
heats, while F. R. Handley, the Salford 
Harrier, contented himself with running 
into fourth place. McCabe ran a finely- 
judged race, allowing Johannesen, the 
Norwegian crack, to make the running 
until one. hundred yards from home. At 
this’ point both McCabe and Petit, of 
France, went up, and after a short but 
fierce struggle McCabe, coming along with 
a great burst on the last bend, won 
readily. 

Powell’s tactics were similar to 
McCabe s, Last after three hundred yards, 
with Liddle (Canada) and Botha (South 
Africa) in the lead, he began to move up 
at the half-way mark, which was reached 
in 56 1-10 seconds. He continued to in- 
crease his pace, and after a hard tussle 
with the Italian, Lanzi, over the last 
three hundred yards he got home by inches 
in 1 min. 56 secs 


10,000 METRES RACE 


The 10,000 metres event was very thril- 
ling and ended in a triumph for Finland, 
who provided the first three places. 
Finland, incidentally, has won this event 
in four of the last five Olympiads. The 
winner was Ilmai Salminen, who finished 
less than a yard ahead of Arvo Askola 
with Isohollo, who was second in 1932, 
only five yards away third. 

England’s three representatives, J. A. 
Potts, J. A. Burns and W. E. Eaton, led 
the field of twenty-nine at the start. Thev 
were soon challenged by Murakoso, and 
the Jap led until 6,000 metres, when he 
gave way to Askola. Meanwhile. the 

ritish runners had been holding their 
places well, but before 9,000 metres Potts 
and Eaton were a lap behind the leaders, 
who were at least two hundred yards 
ahead of Burns. With one lap to go 
Burns was still fifth, but was unable to 
Mag the sprinting powers of. the 
eaders, who were then -the’ Finns— 
Isohollo,  Salminen and Askola—and 
Murakoso. The last-námed made a despe- 
rate effort, but the Finns had the finish 


to themselves, and after a great battle 
Salthinen, going ahead at the last bend, 
won almost on the post, with Isohollo a 
close third.

that the labourers and the farmers are 
taxed directly and indirectly to pay for 
subsidies for tillage of the new kind. 
Therefore, the tillage policy, combined as 
it now is with a destruction of our live 
stock trade and a senseless quarrel with 
our neighbour, does not produce the good 
results which, combined with a proper 
live-stock policy, we should have a right 
to expect. 


PURCHASING POWER 


Farmers to-day get only 17s. for produce 
which they could have sold for £1 in 1914 
before the Great War. They pay, and 
their labourers pay, 30s. for what they 


panded before 1932, and that expansion of 
employment did not depend upon build- 
ing upon horrowed money. 


THE COUNTRY’S NEED 


We require, not a new Constitution, 
framed by bankrupt politicians, but 
government and efficient administration by 
men of courage and resolution, who will 
act in the Irish tradition, and look. the 
facts of our situation in the face. The war 
with our nearest neighbour and our best 
customer must be concluded on satisfac- 
tory and honourable terms. It can be so 
concluded. Our Government sits down 
with what they call the enemy Govern- 
ment, and makes plans whereby that 
enemy Government can collect the 
annuities from our farmers. But in the 
changed circumstances of this country, and 
in the changing world situation, the 
financial difficulties between the two 
countries can be settled. Nothing stands 
against that settlement but the vanity and 
weakness and the past political errors of 
our present Government. If they ‘will not 
do the obvious and the courageous thing 
themselves, then they must make way 
for others who will make a settlement, 
and who will put that settlement before 
the peop!e’s representatives for acceptance. 
In this by-election the people of Wexford 
have an opportunity of making their voices 
heard in favour of that course, and in 
favour of sanity and honesty and courage 
in Irish public life. 

Our country cannot afford to have an 
economic revolution with every change of 
Government. That is an elementary 
axiomatic fact which the present Govern- 
ment ignored when they assumed office. 


could have purchased in 1914 for £1. 
With a lower price for 
products, and a lower wage for 
labourer, both the farmer and 
labourer find their purchasing power has 
been decreased by direct Government inter- 
vention. 

On the industrial side, the County 
Wexford was to the fore many years ago. 
You have in this county a number of 
industrialists and a number of skilled 
workers who have a long tradition behind 
them. I think it will be found on 
examination that there has been no sub- 
stantial increase in employment except in 
the building industry. Building, par- 
ticularly of houses for the workers, is a 
praiseworthy thing, but if these houses are 
to be paid for there must be productive 
and continuous employment for the 
tenants. If that productive employment is 
not forthcoming in agriculture and in in- 
dustry, an end to the building boom and 
a period of depression in that industry are

The building done up to 1932 imposed no | 


dead-weight debt upon local bodies. 
It increased from. £16,000,000 in round 
figures on the 3ist March. 1932 to 
£22,000,000 on the 3lst March, 1935, an 
increase of six millions. Assuming that 
the increase to March, 1936, has been at 
the same rate, in four years of Fianna Fail 
administration the debts on local bodies 
have increased by nearly £8,000,000. That, 
of course, has had a certain effect upon the 
rates, and a certain diminution of the 
borrowing powers of those bodies for the 
future. And remember the national debt, 
which is the money owed by the Govern.

Our national income, on the other hand, 
has decreased substantially, so has the 
volume ot our trade, so that doing a 
smaller business, and with a smaller in- 
come, we have to pay capital and interest 
on a larger debt. That state of affairs 
has its effect upon budgets and upon 
taxes, direct and indirect, reaching down 
to the poorest member of the community. 
Taxation, direct and indirect, hidden and 
open, has increased since 1932 by 
£12,000,000 per annum..That is to sar, by 
an average of £4 per year on every in- 
dividual.. Every man, woman and child 
in the State, assuming the burden were 
equitably distributed, has now to pay 
1s. 6d: a week more than he paid in 1938. 


POLITICAL FUTILITIES 


The industrial revolution, like the agri- 
cultural revolution, was discounted by the 
dispute and by the Government's political 
futilities. It is now costing two mil- 
lions a year in Customs duties over that 
levied by the last Administration, and 
that addition to the Customs duties falls 
entirely upon the consumer. How much 
of the added cost of articles of common 
consumption collected by the Revenue 
Commissioners has gone in increased 
wages to Irish workers? Does the in- 
creased wage to Irish workers amount to 
50 per cent. of the amount collected in 
Customs duties? Beside our debts, 
which we are heaping up, we are under- 
taking more obligations, we have more 
civil servants, more soldiers, more Civic 
Guards, more jobs of every kind and: de- 
scription. the cost of which must ulti- 
mately be borne by the consumer, rich 
or poor 

Those who are in employment have been 
taxed on all the necessaries of life, and 
the chances for a man of getting reason- 
able employment with any _ prospect of 
permanency are decreasing. And this 
situation exists in spite of the fact that 
emigration to England is proceeding at a 
much higher rate than emigration to the 
United States in the last years of my

OUIS BLERIOT, the first man to fly 
w the English Channel, died at his home 
yesterday aíternoon, aged sixty-Íour. 
Blerrot was the Lindbergh of his day, and 
his pioneer fligl.; across the English Channel 
was as daring a feat in 1909 as was the 
American airman’s trans Atlantic trip in 
1927.. By being the first to accomplish the 
seemingly impossible feat of their respective 
periods, each was responsible for a direct 
move in the progress cf aviation, 


EARLY DAYS 


Born’ at Cambrai on July ist, 1872, 
Bleriot was the son of a manufacturer, and 
thus came into contact with mechanics from 
his boyhood, He went to a technical school 
and took a ree in ehgineering. His 
military service was spent, for the most a 


as a second lieutenant of Artillery at Tar 


He became interested in automobiles, and 
alter several years of experimenta'’ work. in- 
vented the motor car searchlight in 1896. 
Four years later, the sight of the famous 
flying machine, built by Ader, and exhibited 
in Paris, turned his attention towards the 
science of aviation. which was then in its 
infancy. 


STUDIED AVIATION 


Year in and year out, Bleriot studied the 
problem of making a practicable aeroplane. 
He conducted dozens of experiments at Issy- 
les-Moulineaux, and eventually lost most of 
the fortune he had made with his motor car 
searchlight. In 1906, aided by two friends, 
he founded the first aeroplane factory in 
France. 

Finaily, on September 17, 1907, Bleriot's 
wildest dreams came true, when he flew 186 
metres in a monoplane built by his own hands, 
After that progress, was rapid. Other youn 
aviators and constructors entered the field, 
but Bleriot by a daring. flight on June 29, 
1908, managed to win the “ Beginners’ Prize ”’ 
of 200 francs. Then, on October 31, of the 
same year, he startled the world be making 
the first cross-country flight on record. He 
flew a distance of abont 60 miles. At that 
time the idea that anyone would leave the 
ground again in one of those wild coritrap- 
tions after having landed safely was: almost 
unbelievable. 


THE ENGLISH CHANNEL 


Then came the great experience—the 
greatest of pre-war aviation, Blenot caused 
a sensation ‘with his announcement. that he 
mtended to fly across the English Channel. 
He accomplished the feat on July 25, 1909, 
flying from Calais fo Dover. The destroyer 
Escopette was assigned to steer the course. 
Apparently the idea that Bleriot’s machine 
might move faster than a destroyer never 
entered anyone's head. 

At first Bleriot’s ‘plane moved above the 
vessel. Then, seemingly botheréd hy the 
smoke from the destrover s funnels, it steered

slightly away. Little by little it pulled away 
despite the efforts of the Escopette to keep 
ahead. In exactly 38 minutes the plane 
coyered the 38 kilometres (25.5 miles) between 
France and England. and Bleriot, by his 
feat, won a prize of £1,000 offered by a 
London newspaper for the first flight across 
the Channel.

ROUND THE NESTS. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
The procedure is. therefore, to do the rounds 

of the nests a few times a day—at least 
three times, taking with you a pencil and 
a basket On opening the nest the 
operator musi very gently remove the 
bird with the left hand, and with the 
right mark the number of its rig on the 
egg. In cases where soft-shelled or 
broken eggs arc found, such discoveries 
must be entered, so that later on the 
perpetual offender n these respects will 
not be used in the breeding pen. At the 
end of the “ trapping”” season—that 
is, at the end of December—the recording 
may be discontinued ind the results of 
the investigations summed up. Im order 
to save time later or in "an Só. up the 
numbers oí those that have merited a 


place in your breeding stock for next 
season, slip celluloid rings, all of the 
same colour, on the legs of the selected 
birds, using one ring for each bird. If 
you still want to keep up a distinguishing 
mark between different strains, mark one 
strain with yellow rmgs, another with 
green, and so on; and again keep an 
entry in your record book as to what 
each colour represents. Then you will 
know wher you are when the progeny of 
these birds take their turn in the trap- 
nests.

aoe ratepayers in Belfast and other 


parts of Northern Ireland have now 
received their “ rate demand ” for the 
present financial year, based upon the new 
valuations. With the increase in the city 
rates and water rates in Belfast the 
amount which the majority of the rate- 
payers have to meet is considerably more 
than under the old valuation system. 
Another result of the increase in valua- 
tions is the adverse effect which it 1s going 
to have upon the building of new dwelling- 
houses of the villa type and the letting 
and sale of this property. These houses 
are usually let at rents plus rates, and 
as the higher valuations have increased the 
latter, either the houses remain idle or 
prospective tenants are requesting reduced 
rents. The revision of the valuations and 
the education levy, transferring portion of 
the cost of education on to the ratepayers, 
have been described as the last lines of 
Ulster’s financial defence. The North is 
on the same level virtnally as other parts 
of the United Kingdom in regard to taxa- 
tion matters. Unfortunately, no serious 
effort is being made, either by the Northern 
Government. or the leaders of the com- 
mercial community, to have Northern Ire- 
land placed upon a full measure of 
equality financially with Great Britain in 
the United Kingdom. The North is still 
asked to live upon the taxation actually 
collected in its area, although ninety 
per cent. of it is levied at Westminster 
and no other area of the United Kingdom 
is placed at such a disadvantage. [If 
income tax, for instance, is reduced 6d. in 
the £, Northern Ireland revenue drops 
about £300,000, and this has to be made 
good from Northern Ireland resources, but 
Yorkshire ratepayers are not asked to make 
good any drop in the total income tax 
collected in Yorkshire, yet Northern Ire- 
land is part of the same financial and 
fiscal system, with 90 per cent. of its 
revenue levied by the same Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. Instead of pressing for 
a revision of this one-sided financial 
arrangement of the Government of Ireland 
Acts, the Northern Cabinet appears quite 
content to drift along. At present it can 
drift without anxiety, for there is a 
surplus revenue this year of £500,000, but 
the present opportunity should be seized 
to secure an equitable arrangement that 
will stand the stress of difficult, days that 
may be ahead. In addition, it would have 
the beneficial effect. of drawing attention 
to the existence, of Northern Ireland as a 
co-partner in the United Kingdom, and 
equally entitled to a comparative share in 
re-armament work and Exchequer grants 
for housing, roads and other purposes. 


| Handicapped University 


The Queen’s University, Belfast, has 
been handicapped seriously by reason of 
the fact that it does not receive grants 
from the University Grants Committee the 
same as British universities. When the 
Northern Parliament was established the 


i grants which Queen’s University received 


from this source were discontinued, and 
instead, under the Government of Ireland 
Act and a subsequent Act, it got a statu- 
tory grant of £20,000. No provision was 
made, apparently, fo- altering this grant 
in accordandée with 4 se increase in grants 
paid to British univ. ities by the Univer- 
sity Grants Committee. 

Since 1920, when the Government of 
Ireland Act establishing the Northern 
Parliament was passed, the grants payable 
by the University Grants Committee to 
British universities have increased by 
£1,500,000, without any equivalent being 
paid by the Northern Government to 
Queen’s University, with the approval of 
the Joint Exchequer Board. t would 
appear that Queen’s University has a 
strong case for a revision of the existing. 
statutory arrangement. Under the Colwyn 
Committee award, when State grants were 


“yee by the Exchequer of the United: 


ingdem—to which Northern Ireland 
contributes the same rate of taxation as 
Great Britain—an equivalent allowance 
was to made in Northern Ireland by 
means of deduction from the surplus 
revenue devoted to imperial contribution. 
So far as Queen’s University is concerned, 
no such equivalent has been paid, although 
in ‘other fespects the (hide award 
arrangement applied, as, for instance, in 
the payment of de-rating grants to local 
authorities. Queen’s University has less 
resources from public funds than many of 
the British universities, although it has 
more students than the majority of them. 
There are 1,500 students 
University, which is one student for every 
835 of the lation of Nerthern Ireland. 
In Eng re is one student for every 
1,147 of the (SEA and in Scotland 
one Íor every , and in Switzerland one 
for every 387. In Northern Ireland a 
number of students proceed to T.C.D. and 
the National University, and if this is 
mn into account the Northern 
wou roach more closely that of 
land.

Corporation Problems 


The Belfast Corporation at its next 
monthly meeting will have before it again 
the proposal to reclaim the foreshore on 
the County Antrim side of Belfast Lough 
ahd its conversion into a municipal park 
and playground at a cost of approximately 
£250,000. 

The foreshore on the County Down side 
of the Lough is being converted into the 
new aerodrome and air-port for the Belfast 
Harbour Commissionérs. The project to 
develop the County Antrim foreshore into 
a modern Lido, with bathing places, boat- 
ing lakes, gardens and other entertain- 
ments was first introduced in 1934, and 
was strongly supported in the Corpora- 
tion by Alderman Thomas Henderson, 
M.P., a prominent member .of the 
Improvement Committee. Plans were pre- 
pared, but in view of the necessity for 
proceeding with works of more immediate 
importance, the foreshore scheme was 
deferred for a year. In the estimates of 
the Improvement Committee in 1935 a sum 
of £250,000 was included for the work. 
The Finance Committee, however, inter- 
vened, as three-quarters of a million ster- 
ling was required at this time for making 
roads in built-up areas, the construction 
of sewers and the widening of avenues. 
Those who are advocating the scheme 
point out that it would provide work for 
thousands of unemployed for several years 
and would add greatly to the amenities of 
the growing and populous district between 
Whitehouse and Fortwilliam. The scheme 
has much to commend it, and it may be 
as to incorporate with it a brine 

ath for the treatment of rheumatic 
patients. 

Another proposal which will come 
before the monthly meeting of the Cor- 
‘poration is one for the payment of a 
salary to the Lord Mayor of Belfast, and 
the sum suggested is £2,000. Belfast im 
the past hasbeen fortunate in securing 
the services of leading citizens as Lord 
Mayor who were able to dispense hogpi- 
tality from their private resources. If is 
felt, however, that this system should be 
changed and the example of other cities 
followed, so that the office of Lord Mayor 
might be open to every member of the 
Corporation, irrespective of his private 
income. The difficulty might be met by 
the establishment of an Entertainment or 
Hospitality Fund, under the contro] of 
the Lord Mayor and a small committee. 
Such an arrangement has been suggested, 
but the present Lord Mayor, Sir Crawford 
McCullagh, Bart., stipulated that it 
should ;nét come into operation during his 
period of office. 


Food Production 


The returns of the Northern Ministry of 
Agriculture on the acreage under crops, ’ 
which has been issued this week, is of 
more than ordinary interest, in view of 
the appointment of a committee by the 
Minister for the Co-ordination of Defence 
to make recommendations for securing an 
increased production of food in the United 
Kingdom. 

The most important problem that con- 
fronts Great Britain in the event of war 
is the maintaining of the food supply for | 
its huge population. Se much of the food 
is imported chiefly from the Dominions 
that the preservation of overseas trade is 
a vital factor. Much, however, can be 
done to increase the production of food in 
these islands, and there is little doubt that 
farmers will respond to the demand if they 
receive sufficient encouragement. Northern 
Ireland is not normally a wheat-growing 
area ; for the climate is not so suitable for 
wheat as other crops. This year, notwith- 
standing the subsidy which is offered. 

there are only 6,873 acres under this crop, 

i compared with 9,067 acres last year. The 

! Northern province has always been a large 
oat-growing area, but this year the acreage 
under oats is the lowest ever recorded. It 
is returned at 265,040 acres, compared with |

Juvenile Crime 

An ex-Moderator of the General Assembl 
(the Very Rev. T. M. Johnstone) eee 
joined the Minister of Home Affairs and 
judges of the Northern High Court in 
drawing attention to the increase in 
juvenile crime in Belfast, Dr. Johnstone 
attributes the increase to two main 
factors—the cinemas atid so-called “ fun 


Missionary going round the homes of these 
child delinquents found that many of 
these homes were poor, not because of the 
general unemployment, but because of the 
drinking or gambling habits of one or 
other, or both, of. the parents. In many 
of these homes poverty and misery were 
the common lot. In the absence of home 
or religious training these children were 
more or less growing up wild. The problem 
of juvenile crime, he contends, must have 
two great fundamental ways of approach. 
One way would seek to get rid of all the 
conditions that made for poverty, and the 
other would embrace all the conditions 
that would tend to the intellectual] and 
moral enlightenment of the children. It 
is too much to hope that there can be any 
great change in the immediate future in 
cinemas, gambling or drinking conditions. 

Dr. Johnstone agrees that the best. 
wisest, and only permanent.and effective 
way to stop juvenile crime was not along 
the line of further legislation for child 
repression, but to aim at abolishing 
poverty and squalid home life and along 
educational lines. He urged greater effort 
by the Churches to get every child into 
Sunday schools, but much could also be 
done to improve the quantity and quality 
of religious and moral training in the 
primary schools. The great defect of an 
otherwise admirable Education Act has 
been the reduction of the religious and 
moral training given to the children in 
day schools, which many believe is now 
having an effect upon juvenile and 
adolescent crime in Belfast. If Dr. John- 
stone and the leaders of the Churches, in 
co-operation with the Government and 
the teachers, can devise a scheme to restore 
religious instruction and moral training 
to its proper place in the day schools, 
juvenile crime could be greatly reduced 
and a brighter future secured for the 
Northern province, 


Imports and Exports 


The statement of goods imported into 
and exported from the Port of Belfast, 
issued by the Harbour Commissioners for 
the half-year ending 30th June, affords an 
indication of the progress of trade and in- 
dustry. Coal imports form a useful 
barometer of the progress of industry. The 
quantity imported for the past half-year 
was 754,428 tons, compared with 681,219 
tons for the same period last year. 

This would indicate a slight improve- 
ment in the linen industry, which is a 
large user of coal for power purposes, and 
also an expansion in the electricity pro- 
duced from coal at the Belfast Electricity 
Station. In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note that 6,751 tons of foreign coa] 
was imported during the past half-year. 
while none was imported last year. It is 
evident that some importers prefer foreign 
coal at a cheaper price than that asked: for 
English, Scotch or Welsh coal. Iron and 
steel plates imported amounted to 11.147 
tons, compared with 26.229 tons for the 
carresponding six months last year, and 
this reflects the decreased activity in the 
Belfast shipyagds. Last year the Belfast 
yards launched over 100,000 tons of new 
shipping, but the output this year, while 
not unsatisfactory, is not expected to reach 
the level of last year, when Belfast had 
the largest tonnage output for the year of 
any shipbuilding centre in the world. The 
number oí iron and steel castings imported 
was slightly higher than last year, 10,537 
tons for the six months, compared with 
10,084 tons. Catile exported decreased 
from 88.386 to 86,200. The number of 
ee ES seem decreased from 35.294 to 

908, but the bacon exports increased 
rois 35,540 — to 6,598 tons. This 
emphasises the new licy now being 
adopted in the North a Jone as much 
bacon as possible at home and decrease the 
number of live pigs exported. The number 
of sheep exported was also smaller than 
durmg the corresponding six months last 
year—wviz., 20,091, compared. with 29.542.
